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Discussions Reveal 
Universities’ Need 
Of $200 Million 


OTTAWA - (CUP) - Feb. 18. 
Money, and a very great deal 
of it, is desperately needed to re- 
vamp and maintain our Canadian 
educational system. 

This theme throughly domi- 
nated the second-day sitting of the 
Canadian Conference on Educa- 
tion. : 

Dr. À. W. Trueman summed up 
the general feeling of the Con- 
ference in saying that “there is 
nothing much wrong with Cana- 
dian “education that a great deal 
of, money, properly applied, 
would not set right." 

Tomorrow, when the 900 del- 
egates from 89 organizations a- 
cross Canada reconvene they will 
recommend acceptances and re- 
jections of suggestions put forth. 

Few Students 

Nine and one-half per cent of 
college-age Canadians actually go 
to college, and in fact 25 per cent 
have the mental capacity to do so. 
These figures were stated by S. 
H. Deeks, industrial director of 
the Industrial Foundation on Edu- 
cation. - | 

If these 25 per cent were to be 
offered higher education it would 
cventually mean hiking the pres- 
ent annual capital ‘outlay of 
$92,000,000 .to $320,000,000 per 
annum, | 

Money Source 

The question of where the mo- 
neu was to come from was dealt 
with by Dr. Claude Bissell, pres- 
ident of Carleton University and 
president-elect of the University 
of Toronto, 

Tuition fees, in Dr. Bissell's 
plan, would be doubled or even 
tripled. The money to pay them 
would come from three sources : 
1) Federal and provincial govern- 
ments; 2) business corporations 
and foundations; and 3) indivi- 
duals, including the students 


themselves.

Final College To … 


Join Federation

By a unanimous vote of the Students’ Executive Council 
last night McGill rejoined NFCUS. McGill withdrew from the 
National Federation of Canadian University Students early 
in 1955 when a majority at a Students’ Society meeting felt 
that NFCUS was not fulfilling its purpose. Furthermore, 
there was then disapproval of an increase in NFCUS member- 
ship fees. 


McGill is at present the only major Canadian University 
which. does not belong to NFCUS. At the time when McGill 
withdrew there were a number of Universities who were not 
members, or who had also withdrawn, but they have all since 
joined or rejoined the Federation. | 

The President of NFCUS, Mr. Walter Tarnopolsky, spoke 
to the Students’ Executive Council at the meeting last night. 
He informed the Council that NFCUS has undergone reor- 
ganization, new and more capable staff have been secured, 
new and larger headquarters have been obtained. He further- 
more said that NFCUS is the only way in which the voice of 
the Canadian university student can be presented to the Ca- 
nadian government and public at large. Mr. Tarnopolsky 
pointed out that one of the prime functions of NFCUS was to 
represent Canadian universities abroad, and said he felt that 
it did not create a good impression when McGill, Canada’s best 
known university internationally, was not a member of a 
national body as the National Federation of Canadian Uni- 
versity Students. He concluded that he felt that membership 
in NFCUS would be of benefit to all, especially with the pre- 
sent problems of obtaining increased federal and provincial 
aid in education, scholarships, etc. 

It was felt by members of Council that since McGill was 
one of the largest universities in Canada, and since it ap- 


peared from the report of Mr. Tarnopolsky that the organiza- . 


tion and aims of NFCUS had definitely improved since Mc- 
Gill’s withdrawal, it was the moral duty of McGill to give its 
support to the Federation. | 

The cost of rejoining NFCUS will be approximately forty 
cents per student. It was moved by the Council that a recom- 
mendation be sent to the Board of Governors to the.effect 
that the money be taken from the Book Store profits. 

A committee of the SEC was set up to organize the 


framework for the effective functioning of NFCUS on 


campus.

I disagree, | 

It is possible for individuals who 
dislike the direction of their culture 
to start in motion countering forces 


which will build up sufficient ma-| 


gnitude to redirect that culture, It 
has been done often and will be done 
again. Indeed if such had never been 
the case human culture would closely 
resemble animal culture — no social 
evolution could ever have occurred. 

What is the mechanism which pro- 
vides mankind with a steady impetus 
toward more subtle, more functional, 
more human societies? It is staring at 
you. Every culture low on the evolu- 
tionary scale, such as ours, has mal- 
functions which produce large num- 
bers of deviants and these deviants 
are continually running or participa- 
ting in experimental social groups 
using themselves and other innocent 
members of their culture as experi- 
mental subjects. 

Do not think that these small 
groups cannot contribute to the di- 
rection of the whole race. Consider 
the meek little guy whose experiments 
give him a result which he is only 
able to pass on to five other people. 
Assume that each of these converts are 
also capable of :making five other 
converts, then there will be on the or- 
der of a billion converts after six 
centuries, Any idea with a moderately 
rood survival differential can become 
the common property of mankind 
after only a few centuries. 

The records of experimental situa- 
tions begun on a small scale which 


have yielded results that affected so-| 


ciety profoundly are scattered all over 
history. Our orphan asylum system 
can be traced back to one Englishman 
who did his work a little more than 
a century ago when waifs survived on 
the streets of London as best they 
could, The majority of mankind's pro- 
found theological thinking can be 
traced back thru the speculations of 


that misty man called Abraham. 
Look at the union movement here 
in North America, The rise of capi- 
talism was producing stresses in the 
society which began to create more 
and more deviants who, being de- 
viants, automatically set up experi- 
mental situations designed to produce 
weapons against the forces which we- 
re crushing them. Who knows how 
many hundreds of the experiments fail- 
ed, We do know that the people who 


formed the rudimentary union proto- 


types did succeed in generating forces 
which drastically altered the direction 
of American capitalism. Little Joe guys 
with fight in them did this. 
Experimenting with morality can be 
dangerous for the experimenters. Be- 
cause of this there are precautions 


you take just like in any kind of re- 


search lab, Experimenting with moral- 
ity can be dangerous for the experi- 
menters, Because of this there are pre- 
cautions you take just like in any kind 
of research lab. Experimenting with 
murder, for instance, is roughly -equi- 
valent to the chemistry student. who 
drinks concentrated sulfuric acid to 
see what will happen. Both are valid 
experiments, Both are suicide. Scien- 
tific lab precautions have - been 
standardized to the extent where 
there are few accidents. Unfortunately 
the precautions one must take while 
experimenting with morality have not 
been standardized. perhaps because re- 


‘ligious leaders refuse even to recogni- 


ze such research work. I have seen 
more than one experimenter burned 
to a crisp and have had some unplea- 


sant escanes myself. If you don't have || 
an intuitive knack for knowing what 


vou can get away with, my advice 
to vou is to become a conservative — 
progressive or otherwise, tho T will 
sav that most people, especially colle- 
ge age kids who are still directly de- 
pendent upon their parents, have an 


exaggerated idea of the pressures that || 


societv can bring to bear against them 
for deviant activitv. Do not over-esti- 
mate (but do not forget that it is le- 
thal to under-estimate) the retaliatory 
nower of a saciety which is no longer 
really sure of its basic moral assump-

| societies, which have different ideas 
lof life than the supersociety in which 
they are embedded, These groups can 
contain anywhere from two to hun- 
dreds of individuals who interact on 
each other in their abnormal ways and 
| inevitably. react on some people out- 
side the subgroup. They can be as 
staid as a CCF cell or as unorthodox 
as a duogamous marriage containing 
.two husbands and two wives. A group 
performs a successful experiment 
whenever it develops a survival ad- 
vantage over the supersociety, which 
allows it to grow by cannibalizing the 
supersociety. Otherwise it fails.
